He Objected to Minister Also and 
Former Assistant Secretary of 
War Meikeljohn Presided.

FULLERTON, Neb., April 19.—When 
former Assistant Secretary of War Meikel- 
john stood at the head of an open grave 
today and began to speak, he delivered 
one of the most remarkable orations ever 


heard in Nebraska. 

The speech, for it could not be called a 
sermon, was written by the dead man sev- 
eral days before his death, and Mr. Mei- 
klejohn was made to promise to deliver 


it at the grave. 

M. H. Ogden, the writer of the oration, 
aged 82, was the oldest Mason and one of 
the best-known men in the state. After an 
iliness of three days he died, after mak- 
ing his friends promise that no hearse and 
no minister should be employed. The cof- 
fin was taken to the grave in an ordinary 
wagon. The oration was partially as fol- 


lows: 
‘Dear friends, this should be a day of 
joy rather than one of sorrow, cheerful and 
bright as a bride adorned for her wedding. 
I ignored the hearse on account of its dar 
and gloomy appearance and for the same 
reason I dispensed with the services of a 
minister. 
“T have concluded to preach my own 
funeral sermon. By profession I am a 
Spiritualist. I believe there is no death; 
that the spirit, when it has no further use 
for the body. simply leaves it In time 
cane gy will succeed all present ortho- 
ox creeds The pedple will no longer wor- 
ship a golden calf, but will bow down be- 
fore the true God. 
“T belicve it is only a question of time 
until a new era dawns upon mankind; 
when capital and labor will work together 
for the good of mankind and the rules of 
socialism will replace the present system.”’ 
Ogden seemed to know that death was 
near, and from the first hour of hig sick- 
ness told his friends that he would die 
within a few days.

GIBARA, Cuba, April 19.—After an exile 
of a quarter of a century, Tomas Estrada 
Palma. who left the island of Cuba a pris: 
oner of war, will return in a few days as 
the first president of the Cuban republic. 
The populace is in a delirium of joy and 
the most elaborate preparations are being 
made for the reception of their distin- 


guished countryman. 

The citizens of Gibara, which is distinctly 
a Spanish town, ‘will have the first henor 
of greeting the president, and from the mo- 
ment the steamer bearing him enters the 
harbor until he leaves the following day for 
Holguin, the town will be in a blaze of cele- 
bration. — 

When the steamer is sighted every house 
in the town will unfurl the flag under 
which genocrations fought for the liberty of 
the island. 

The oment the ship enters the harbor 
every bell in the city will ring out a wel- 
come; every whistle will scream aloud, and 
bombs and firearms will join in with the 
upraised voice of the people, gathered from 
many surrounding towns, in a grand, joy- 
ful salute of welcome at the home-coming 
of a well-remembered hero of the war of 
‘68. The Gibara & Holguin railway will 
give free transportation to the entire popu- 
lace of Holguin to visit this place and join 
in the demonstrations. after which they will 
be returned to Holguin to participate in the 
reception there.

The week of April 12 broke all records in 
the ‘Norse invasion of America. Thirteen 
hundred Scandinavians sailed from Chris- 
tiania. A peculiarity of this spring’s im- 
migration is the falling off of 8@ and 90 per 
cent in Syrians and the tremendous in- 
crease of Greeks. Eight hundred Greeks 


are coming on one ship from a port on 
the North Sea. 

For the fiscal year ending June 30, 1901 
462,698 immigrants landed in the United 
States, of whom 388,931 arrived at this port. 
This year’s*summary for the United States 
will probably exceed that of 1901 and may 
be equal to the record year of 1892, 579,663. 

They are coming, some days at the rate 
of ten thousand, the horny-handed, corset- 
less, sunbroiled peasantry of Europe. 
Across the narrow margin of stone quay at 
the barge office they shuffle, hurry and 
scramble. 

Each of the immigrants comes bending

COUNTERVAILING DUTY GOES. 


One Effect of the Change in the Cuban 
Bill. 

WASHINGTON, April 19.—High tension 
was manifest among the members of the 
House today as a result of the action of the 
House last night in overriding the ways and 
means committee on the Cuban reciprocity 
bill.

Southern Cash Demand—Grain 
Movement Light. 


Drouth in the winter wheat states west of 
the Mississippi river and export buying 
boomed the . wheat markets last “week. 
Wheat receipts were small and there was an 
excellent cash demand. . Southern buying 
advanced the cofn market. 

Kansas wheat seems to be suffering most 
for rain. In many of the best counties the 
plant is reported to be 50 per cent under 
last year. From 10 to 30 per cent has been | 
plowed up for corn, and unless rain falis | 


soon it is said the remainder will soon te 
worthless, 


‘Moisture is lac king over the large 
of the winter whe ‘at territory,’ says the 
Modern Miller. “The only rains of con- 
sequence during the week have been in the 
Southwest. Keports of damage and de- 
terioration in the condition of the plant 
re increasing. The general condition of 
the crop is less favorable. The increase in 
the acreage should, however, offset the loss 
by damage up to the present time. Insect 
life has appeared, but no damage indicated 
therefrom as yet. There is little winter 
wheat moving. " 

Snow's weekly 


st part 


report says winter rain- 
fall averaged only between 50 and 60 per 
cent of normal over the winter wheat ter- 
ritory, and this deficiency has been followed 
by léss than normal moisture in every sec- 
tion, from March 1 to date. Little growing 
weather has been experienced as yet, and 
the wheat conditions continue problemat- 
ical, with some evidence of plant deteriora- 
tion during the past two weeks. The 
Kansas crop, as shown by special returns 
from 30 leading counties, is from 5 to 10 
points lower than on April 1, and recent 
showers have been insufficient and poorly 
distributed. Iowa and Nebraska have had 
only one-half of normal spring rain, and 
drouth {ts injuring grain and grass and 
damaging outs where they have sprouted 
at all. Corn grt ding and -planting is 
farther advanced than usual, and acreage 
will be liberally increased. 

The weekly government crop summary 
says that while the growth of winter wheat 
has been slow, a very general improve- 
ment is reported for the winter wheat 
states, although it has deteriorated slight]lw 
in central and northern Illinois and is suf- 
fering for rain in northern Missouri. 
Though there is some improvement in Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee and Virginia the con- 
dition in those states is much below the 
average. — wheat ita is well ad- 
vanced in the southern: part of the belt. 

Western grain men believe that Secretary 
Coburn of the Kansas Agricultural Bureau 
was too conservative in his estimate thiut 
only 1,000,000 acres of wheat had been 
plowed up. Coburn has always been con- 
servative in his estimates, and grain men 
believe that 2,000,000 acres, instead of 1,- 
000,000, have been plowed up. 

The weekly crop report issued by the 
Kansas Millers’ Association, says that the 
condition of wheat in Kansas has. not im- 
proved any in a week. Good rains have 
fallen over a small portion of the state 
and slight rains in many counties. Some 
of the northwestern counties are badly in 
n ed of rain. 

Very little rain fell in the winter wheat 
states last week and the market advanced 
rapidly. July wheat closed Saturday with 
a gain of 2%c at 74%@75c. The cash market 
was very strong on export buying and the 
milling demand. 

The wheat movement was light. North- 
west points sold very little grain. Minne- 
apolis and Duluth received only 750 cars, 794 
less than a year ago. Primary receipts were 
1,481,869 bu, compared with 2,392,000 bu a 
year ago. 

According to Bradstreet’s report, the 
available wheat supply east of the Rocky 
Mountains decreased 3,464,000 bu last week, 
while the amount in Euro increased 100,- 
W00 bu, making the world’s avallable de- 
crease 3,364,000 bu. The world’s available 
corn supply decreased 1,325,000 bu and the 
oats supply fell off 422,000 bu.

Reported That He Has Been 
in Hiding on Florida 
Orange Plantation. 


TWO DEPUTIES SAID TO HAVE 
LEFT FOR SOUTH FRIDAY.

Information by Which He Was Located 
Came Inadvertently Through His 
Brother, Who, It Is Assert- 
ed, Was Shadowed to 
Florida. 


The trial of Charles Kratz, indicted by the 
grandjury for boodling while a member of 
the City Council, postponed on account of 
the defendant's having fled from justice, 
will be called in the Criminal Court tomor- 
row. 

It is stated on reliable authority that 
Kratz will be in the courtroom to stand trial 
and that he has been In hiding on an orange 
plantation in Florida ever since he left St. 


Louis on the eve of his trial. 

It is stated that on Friday night two dep- 
uty sheriffs left this city for Florida, an 
that they were either armed with requisition 
papers for the purpose of taking Kratz out 
of the state of Florida or had gone there 
to locate him and keep him in sight until 
such requisition could be had. 

It is said the information that led to the 
locating of Kratz came inadvertently 
through his brother, George Kratz, an in- 
spector in the street department. A week 
or ten days ago George Kratz left the city. 
He was shadowed to Florida and back again 
by men connected with the department of 
justice. Where he went has not, of course, 
been made public by them. 


Absent a Week 

Before His Trial. 

It became known that Charles A. Gutke, 
a former member of the City Council and an 
intimate friend of Kratz, owns an orange 
plantation in Florida. It is also known that 
just before his case came for trial and when 
he was-under bond of $5000 Kratz was ab- 
sent from St. Louis for about a week. It 
Was eStabiished that he had been in Flori- 
da. When he returned to the city his bond 
was. increased to $20,000. with the same 
suerty, Gottlieb Eyermann. When Kratz did 
not appear for trial it developed that Gutke, 
as the friend of Kratz, had arranged that 
Eyermann should be fully indemnified in 
the event the bond was forfeited. He was 
the custedian of four secured notes mude 
by Kratz in favor of Eyermann to the 
amount of $20,000. Eyvyermann denied in 
court that he had knowledge that Kratz had 
indemnified him against loss, which was 
corroborated before Judge Ryan in cham- 
bers by. Gutke. It established, however, 
Gutke’s deep interest in the affairs of both 
Kratz and Evermann. 

Since the disappearance of Kratz no re- 
liable news has reached St. Louis of his 
whereabouts until it was reported that he 
was in hiding on an orange plantation. 
which, it was also stated, was the propérty 
of Gutke. 

When Sheriff Dickmann was asked by the 
Post-Dispatch yesterday if he knew where 
Kratz could be found and if his deputies had 
wees — to apprehend him, Mr. Dickmann 
repiled: 

“You know as much about Kratz’s where- 
abouts as I do.’’ As the question put to 
Mr. Dickmann had contained the state- 
ment that it was reported that Kratz was 
in Florida, this might have been an admis- 
sion that here wus truth in the report. But 
when the sheriff realized the import of his 
reply he modified it as follows: 
Dickmann Thought 

Him in Switzerland. 

“It is all foolishness for any one to say 
that he knows where Kratz is. I do not 
know that he is in Florida, and I have not 
sent any of my deputies there to bring him 
meee, My belief is that he is in Switzer- 
and. 

Charles A. Gutke was seen at his home 
345 Osage street, last evening and asked 
if he owned an orange plantation in Flor- 
da. 

“T own an orange farm at Daytona,” re- 
plied Mr. Gutke, “but there has been 
nothing on it since the frost killed all the 
trees. Daytona is on the Atlantic coast, 
about 150 miles south of Jacksonville.” 

“Do you know where Charles Kratz is?” 
Mr. Gutke was asked. 

“No,” replied Mr. Gutke, “‘I have lost in- 
terest in Kratz. I have had trouble enough 
about him by simply trying to act as his 
friend.”’ 

“Do you know that George Kratz, the 
brother of Charles Kratz, has been away 
from St. Louls recently, and do you know 
where he has been?’’ 

‘I don’t know Gorge Kratz.” 

“What? Is it not strange that being such 
a warm friend of Charles Kratz, you should 
not even know his brother?’’ 

“Well, I may know him, but I don’t know 
where he has been if he has been out of 
the city.’’ 

‘“‘Has either Charles or George Kratz been 
on your plantation since Kratz's disapear- 
ance?’’ 

“If they have I don’t know it.”’ 

Mr. Gutke stated that his orange planta- 
tion had been ruined by frost and was de- 
serted. Mrs. Gutke had previously said that 
the orange plantation was rented out to 
persons who cultivated it. 

An attempt was made last night to in- 
terview George Kratz on his recent move- 
ments. George Kratz lives at 8430 Illinois 
street. 

Repeated knocks on the door of the lower 
floor brought a response. A window was 
raised and a woman's voice asked what was 
wanted. An inquiry was made for Mr. 
Kratz and the following dialogue ensued: 

“Mr. Kratz is not at home.” 

“Has he been home this evening?’ 

‘No, he did not come home for supper and 
I don’t know when he will be home.” 

“Do you know where he may be found?” 

“No, I don't know where he is and I 
don't Know if he will be back tonight.’’ 

Circuit Attorney, Folk when asked if he 
knew where Kratz was and if he would be 
in St. Louls when his case was called in 
court said: “Kratz has been located in 
several places recently, and every clew has 
been followed that might lead to his ap- 
prehension, but none of them produced sat- 
isfactory results. Within the last few days, 
however, we have had another clew that 
gives more promise than any other, but it 
has not been fully investigated. Of course ! 
cannot say whether Kratz will come to 
trial. I hone he will.”’

Surveying, like a Napoleon of the air, the 
scene where he expects to battle for the 
aeronautic honors of the world, M. Santos- 
Dumont yesterday afternoon selected the 
aerial path which he will recommend to 
the World's Fair authorities as the race 
course for the Exposition airship conftest. 

In a half hour’s view from the tower of 
the World’s Fair administration building, 
the main hall of the new Washington Uni- 
versity, Mr. Santos decided upon a trian- 
gular race course, five miles long, with the 
base, one mile tin length, running along the 
Fair's western boundary and with the two 
longer arms two miles each in length, ex- 
tending westward to a point in St. Louis 
County. 

Speed, Mr. Santos says, should be the 
prime requirement of the tests. Al! airships 
should be placed in one class, he says and 
required to perform the same evolutions. 

The afternoon was an ideal one for such 
a survey as that made by the aeronaut. In 
every direction the view was almost un- 
clouded. 

With Mr. Santos were C. W. Knapp and 
Nathan Frank of the World’s Fair aerial 
contest committee, Prof. C. M. Woodward 
of Washington University, Willard Smith 
of the World’s Fair transpoftation bureau, 
M. Aimee, the aeronaut’s traveling com- 
panion; Secretary Walter B. Stevens of the 
Fair and John C. Lebens of the publicity 
bureau. 

The St. Louis clubhouse was the meeting 
point for the committee and their guest. 
Here a stop of a few minutes was made, 
and carriages were taken by the party for 
the Fair site. The drive to the administra- 
tion building was made without stops, a 
slight circuit being taken to include the 
Lindell drive in Forest Park. 


BUILDINGS ARE OBSTACLES. 

When the roof had been gained, Mr. 
Santos commenced to plv the members of 
the committee with questions about the lo- 
cation of buildings. 

“The fewer high buildings, the better it 
will be for an airship course,’”’ was Mr. 
Santos’ first remark. 

With Prof. Woodward's aid, the two mem- 
bers of the committee then showed their 
guest by views to the east, south and west, 
where the parts of the Exposition grounds 
most free from high buildings would lie. 

Mr. Santos at first took the greatest in- 
terest in the prospect directly to the west. 
Here the uncompleted Washington Univer- 
sity quadrangle is joined on the west by a 
stretch of vacant land, with a strip of 
heavy timber nearly} three-fourths of a 
mile distant.. 

“How much space will you give me here 
for my airship house?’ Mr. Santos asked. 

It was explained that an ample space 
west of the main buildings would remain 
unoccupied. Prof Woodward estimated 
that a vacant strip a half mile long and 
a quarter mile wide would remain to the 
west of the university gymnasium, the 
outermost of the university buildings to 
be completed for the present. 

“That will be plenty of room,” said Mr. 
Santos. “I want to build a house where 
the public can come and see my ship. 1 
don’t know how large it will be, for I am 
making my ships on different patterns all 
the time, but the one I bullt in Paris was 
more than 200 feet long.” 


The southern view then engaged Mr. 
Santos’ attention, and he inquired in more 
minute detail than his)hosts were able to 
inform him as to the number and height of 
the bulldings to be placed on the western 
part of the Fair site. 


AVERAGE ALTITUDE 150 FEET. 

“My average height above the ground is 
150 feet,”’ said Mr. Santos, “and it is best 
to leave a little margin, so the course 
should not be placed where high towers aré 
to thick.” 

On being told that none of the principal 
buildings would be placed directly along 
the Skinker road, he described the course 
which recommended itself to him. 

"One mile over that way,” said he, point-

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» The trial of William Strother for the mur- 
. fer of A. Deane Cooper ended at 11:25 last 
‘night in a hung jury. The jury stood 

seven for acquittal and five for conviction. 
~ The jury stated to Judge Ryan that there 

was no possiblity of reaching an agreement 
‘and it was dismissed. Seven ballots were 
- taken. 

The trial began Monday morning. 

‘In the latter part of January, A. Deane 
Cooper, secretary of the Graham Paper Co., 
- ‘was brutally murdered in the cooling room 
of the Vista Turkish Bath House, at 
Franklin and Grand avenues, which he 
* owned. His head was crushed with some 
heavy weapon, and when the negro attend- 
ant, William Strother, summoned aid, it 
.was found that the murdered man’s skulb 
was crushed: A diamond ring valued at 
_ $2000 and a stud worth $500 were missing, 
but were later’ discovered in the cellar. 

Two days after the murder Strother con- 
fessed circumstantially how he had killed 
his employer. 

The feature of the defense was that the 
corfession had been wrung from him by 
coercion, and there was the suggestion of 
hypnotic influence on the part of the chief 
of detectives, who is famous for his ability 
to “sweat’’ those accused of crimes. 

On the witness stand Strother stuck to 
the first story he iold after the murder had 
been committed, of a visit to Strother of 
two women and a man, after whose de- 
parture he found the apparently dead body 
of his employer. ' 

Several of the witnesses testified to the 
pleasant relations exist ng between S rother 
and Cooper. When Strother related a con- 
versation that had taken place between 
Cooper and himself: regarding the women 
Whom Cooper expected to visit him that 
night the crowd surged forward until the

The case was given to the jury at 6 
o'clock last night. At 11:25 the jury was 
called before Judge Ryan. The foreman 
Said a verdict was impossible. Other jurors 
said the same. A mistrial was ordered. 

Seven ballots were taken. The first ballot 
stood nine for conviction and three for 
acquittal. The final ballot stood seven for 
Poe and five for conviction. 

Chief Desmond expressed great surprise 
at the gfailure of the jury to agree.

AIRSHIP DRIVER RODE ON ENGINE 
FASTER THAN MILE A MINUTE 


Santos-Dumont, who has sailed the air 
and the seas. and has ridden in railroad 
trains. automobiles and every kind of con- 
veyance in North and South America and 
in Europe, had to come to St. Louis for the 


thrilling experience of riding on a locomo- | 


tive going more®than a mile a minute. 

This he did between the hours of 8:55 and 
10:10 yesterday morning on the westbound 
Vandalia train from New York’ to St. Louls, 
the train making up time on the 68 miles 
of almost straight track between Terre 
Haute, Ind., and Effingham, III. 

The speed was not permitted to drop: be- 
low 35 miles an hour, and on some stretches 
the heavy train was drawn at a rate of one 
and one-sixth miles per minute. 

The rde was suggested by the thought 
that a scientific driver of an airship might 
be interested in the skilled driver of the 
creat American locomotive. : 

“Have you*ever mdden on a locomotive, 
Mr. Santos?’ I asked, shortly after the 
train pulled out of Indianapolis, where I 
met him. : 

“Not since I was a boy down in Brazil, 
he replied, ‘‘and then the engine was a poor 
affair, incapable of making any speed.”’ 

“Wotld vou care to ride on the engine of 
this train on.a stretch of track where from 
70 to 80 miles an hour is usually made?”’ 

“I should inde2d,” ne asserted with nerv- 
ous enere’y, ind he started to don his coat. 

I informed him that the permission of 
two officials was necessary,the conductor of 
the train and the superintendent of the road 
division.

WASHINGTON, April 19.—It is the gen- 
eral opinion here that the Cuban .-reci- 
procity bill, as it was passed by the House 
yesterday, is dead. 

It {s not thought the Senate will accept it 
with the amendment removing the differen- 


tial duty on Sugar. 

There are in the Senate not less than 15, 
SEC probably 2, Republicans who, under 
the jéadership of Senator Burrows of Mich- 
igan, will oppose any tariff reduction for 
Cuba whatever. 

President Roosevelt will begin an active 
propegagnda to get the bill through the Sen- 

€ 


He has been told frankly by Senator Bur- 
rows and several other high protection sen- 
tors just the sort of a fight which will 
he made on the project. Senators are less 
easily Influenced by the White House than 
representatives. ‘ . 

Some of the administration senators say 
the Senate will prepare whatever bill it 
likes and force it upon the House when it 
comes to conference. 

The insurgent Republicans, backed by the 
Democrats, laugh at this threat. 

A. large prepoetion of the Democrats be- 
lieve there should be an investigation of 
conditions in. Cuba before legislation is 
enacted. Many of them say the time of 
remedial condition nas. long since passed 
and the sugar crop is now all owned by 
the trust. Senator Teller this afternoon 
introduced a resolution toucging that point. 

Senator Teller does not cdre whether his 
resolution receives favorable action or not. 
He and Dem:«:ratic senators will use it as 
a weapon to prevent routes legislation. 

If Senator Platt sheuld be able to force 
through his bill, it will bring on a new 
‘ight in the House, as it increases the re- 
duction from BW to 25 per cent. 

The defeat of the Republican leaders ‘yes- 
terday had an echo in the House today. 
Representative Grosvenor, who is one of 
the discredited “leaders,” in a short speech 
on the fortifications bill, asserted that the 
beet sugar Republicans had made a very 
crooked record for themselves. 

He said they had first voted to overthrow 
the decision of the chairman and again to 
strike off the differential and, after this had 
been done, rounded out their record by vot- 
ingg against the bill. 

Gen, Grosveror tried to convince the beet 
men that the removal of differential duty 
did not strike a blow at the sugar trust, 
but the insurgents have studied the issue 
and feel that they have at least hurt the 
trust a trifle. 

Representative Weeks of athenigan replied 
to Gen. Grosvenor and said that he and his

Bishop John Nepomucene Neumann, 
who is to be the first American saint,

This ceremony of exhumation has never 
before been performed in America, and is 
of a most unusual and interesting nature. 
None, except those who have been appoint- 
ed to take part, are admitted. Even those 
who shall be present will be sworn to the 
strictest secrecy. 

‘Archbishop Ryan of Philadelphia will 
preside, together with Father Joseph Wisel, 
whe has been appointed from Rome as the 
‘“‘procurator of the cause of beatification.”’ 

The process of canonization or “apostolic 
process,’’ as it is called, requires many 
years before it is completed. In the case 
of Bishop John N. Neumann the first evi-

e ceremony of digging up the body is 
performed to make sure that there has been 
no — ~ about the location of the saint’s 
remains. Two witnesses are sworn to the 
fact that they were personal witnesses of 
the burtal. hen the body is taken from 
the casket by two physicians who write a 
minute description of it and place it in a 
new coffin. 

It is ee arse to the vault and sealed 
by the Archbishop. The evidence of the 
witnesses and the physicians is then for- 
warded to Rome, togeth with the testi- 
mony of those who have been cured at the 
tomb of various diseases. This evidence 
is brought before the “sacred congrega- 
tion of rites’’ at Rome, and if satisfactory 
entitles the subject of the investigation to 
be first called ‘‘blessed”’ and secondly called 
by the name of ‘‘saint.’’ 

It is claimed that 50 miracles have been 
erformed at Bishop Neumann’s tomb dur- 
ng the past few years. Every day it is sur- 
rounded by a group of kneeling suppli- 
ants, afflicted with all manner of diseases 
é dYyraying to be restored to health.

Bishop John N. Neumann will be the first 
American saint unless we include St. 
Rosa of Lima, Peru, South America, who 
has been canonized for several years. 

There are now several in process of can- 
onization in this country, one in St. Louls, 
but the process will not be completed in 
their case until after t] at of Bishop Neu- 
mann. 

The ceremony, whic] takes place’ next 
Tuesday-in St. Peter's Church, is a very 
impressive one. 

The public is never admitted. No one 
save the procurator, the archbishop, the 
members of the committee, two witnesses 
and two physicians are permitted to be 
present. 

The two witnesses are first brough\ be- 
fore the archbishop and procurator to tes- 
tify that the right tomb is being examined, 
that they had personally witnessed the bur- 
ial of the candidate. 

A foolish statement has been going ithe 
rounds of the press to the effect that our 
Eetpose in taken up the nosy + ae 

eumann is to make sure that he not 
been buried alive and that if such were 
the case he would be found gullty of mor- 
tal sin and unfit for canonization. 

This story is, of course, a ridiculously un- 
true one.

LOST TRESU 
OF THE ATTOVAC 


It Was Abandoned Early in 
Last Century. 


SOLDIERS 


GIVEN TO FOUR 


Two DISAPPEARED AND WERE 
NEVER HEARD FROM. 


Two Others Threw Their Shares Into 
the Water and Much Search Has 
Failed to Reveal Its Hid- 
ing Place. 


NECOGDOCHES, Tex., April 19.—Early 
fm the year 1812 there appeared at Natchi- 
teoches, the old Franco-Spanish town on 
Red river, Guiterrez de Lava, the Spanish 
republican and revolutionist. His attempt 
to liberate Mexico from monarchial rule 
had met with signal failure and barely 
escaping with his life he made his way to 
the United States and ultimately turned 
up at Natchitoches. 

At that time the strip of country between 
the Arroyo Hondo, a small stream a few 


miles east of Natchitoches and the Sabine 
river, was known as ‘‘neutral ground,” 
, ae in it robbers and questionable charac- 

rs had taken refuge from the authori- 
ties in the United States and Mexico. 

The glowing reports which Guiterrez gave 
@s to the internal] conditions of the prov- 
ince of Texas and Mexico, and the rich 
booty waiting to be taken, won the ear 
and finally captivated Lieut. Augustus W. 

e, who, with a few soldiers, was sta- 
tioned at Natchitoches to watch the 
frontier and guard travelers across the neu- 
tral ground. 

Magee resigned his commission in the 
army and, in connection with the Guiterrez, 

Organized the floating and restless char- 
acters of the neutral ground into what is 
known in history as the ‘“‘Republican Army 
of the North.’ The greater part of the 
summer was spent in gathering provisions 
under the supervision of Col. Davenport, 
who had been for several years Indian 
soe in that quarter, and in mustering re- 
- cruits. 


Started on 
the Invasion. 
At last, however, in August, an advance 
was made. Bernardino Montéro, the Span- 
ish commandant, at Nacogdoches, having 


heard of the scheme of Magee and Gulter- 
rez, had pepersa6 it to headquarters and 
Was ordered to reconnoiter towards the 
Sabine. He did so with a small body of 
cavalry, and undertook to take post at the 
crossing of said river and dispute its pass- 
age. owever, he was suddenly outflanked 
and forced to retreat hurriedly to Nacog- 
doches. At the crossing on the Attoyac 
river. near where the town“of Chireno now 
stands, Montero left a patrol of 20 men 
under Lieut. Gonzales to watch the move- 
ments of the enemy. At dawn, Aug. 11, an 
assault was made while they were at their 
‘matings, and all killed except one, who man- 
aged to escape to Nacogdoches, and re- 
ported te Montero, who, legend says, had

ei the reasure in the place, consisting of 
@iiver dollars’ and bullion, and, having 
called four trusty soldiers, committed it to 
them, and bade each take a fourth of the 
treasure, should the town be invaded, and 
escape if possible. 


Treasure Given 
to Trusty Soldiers. 
Hardly had the order been given and the 
¢trust- received when Magee’s army ap- 
peared on the hill east of town, and a few 


minutes later the republican cavalry rode 
up to the old stone fort. The four soldiors 
to whom the treasure had been entrusted 
escaped on horseback, one going towards 
the west. one to the north, one to the 
south and one towards the east, from 
whence had just come the republicans. A 
short distance out of town the one that 
rode east was discovered and hotly pur- 
sued. Ie rode hard and fast. but when 
near the Attayac saw that his horse would 
not hold out much longer. Spurring on, 
however, he reached the river bank and, 
taking off his pack saddle, treasure and 
all threw ft ‘nto the river 
Hastily making a map of the locality. 
the soldier, abandoned his horse, which had 
given out, crossed the river. and dfsap- 
ea in the forest towards Natchitoches. 
his soldier finally reached Natchitoches. 
where he died a few vears later leaving 
among his possessions the waybill or map 
of the hurted treasure an the Attavac, The 
soldier that rode south was overtaken and 
rdered at the Double Pond, three miles 
m Nacogdoches. His treasure, however. 
was not found, and the legend has ever 
since been that he threw it into the pond. 


Many Searches 
Have Been Made. 

As an evidence that the legend might be 
true money hunters, as they are called, 
have at various times dug countless holes 
fn the pond and around it. The soldiers 


that rode north and west respectively were 
never heard from again. The way-bill of 
the treakure buried in the Attoyac, in some 
Way. came into the possession of A. J. 
ks and a man named Leonard, both of 
acogdoches, and in 1851 they proceeded to 
search for the long lost treasure by dam- 
ming the river above the place at which 
the way-bill declared the treasure to be lo- 
cated. The attempt was a failure, and in 
1853 Dr. John M. Sparks, now living at 
Nacogdoches, drove piling into the river 
from both sides, in double rows, thus mak- 
ing a double dam, from which the water 
was hailed. Digging was then commenced 
on the river bottom and when down about 
six feet an old-time Mexican pack-saddle 
was found. Digging would have been con- 
, tinued the next day had not a heavy rain 
' fallen that night, in consequence of ‘which 
the river went out of its banks and work 
— to be indifinitely suspended. In 1857 
; gogtnny again undertook the work. but 
ve it up without accomplishing anything. 
in 1865 James Curl and Witiam Davis of 
Chireno, at immense expense of time and 
turned the river around the’ spot

THOUGHT HIS NEIGHBORS HAD

Both Sides Armed for Trouble and 
When They Met It Only Took a 
Few Words to Bring It About 
in Earnest. 


GAINESVILLE, Ga, April 19. — News 
reached the tity of a fearful tragedy in 
Lumpkin County, about seven miles north 
of Dahlonega, on the line of the Crumley 
and Porter Springs district. 

Will Hollman and Pearson Grindle were 
shot and instantly killed by a young white 
man named Beasley, a son of Tom Beas- 
lev.

TIMBER IN THE SOUTH. 


Big Purchases Made in Louisiana for 
a Northern Company. 

NEW ORLEANS, April 19:—The repre- 
sentatives of the recently organized Great 
Southern Lumber Co., who came South in 
the early part of February to examine 
timber lands in Louisiana and Mississippi, 
are back in the city again on their way 
to Baltimore, having been all over the tim- 
ber regions of the two states. 

Mr. A. B. Carnett of Ansonia, Pa.. and 
Mr. James Whalen of Chippewa _ Falls, 
Wis., are the men who were sent hre to ex- 
amine and purchase lands. As yet no land 
has been purchased in Mississippi, 
200.000 was bought in the parishes of Wash- 
ington, St. Tammany and Tangipahoa, in 
Louisiana. 

Mr. Carnett and Mr. Whalen talked with 
land agents and prospective sellers in both 
states, but had not yet made any further 
purchases of timber tracts. They will re- 
port to the company upon their return to 
Baltimore, and the further purchase of 
lands will depend upon the action of the 
company. 

Mr. Carnett says there is just barrels of’ 
money in the timber regions of the South. 
He says he was much impressed with the 
prosperity which seems to prevail through- 
out this section. Its resources are prac- 
tically unlimited and, as far as the lumber 
market is concerned, there is none better 

n the country. The field has been but 
little developed, and there is lots of chance 
yet for paying investment. 

The company, Mr. Carnett says, will be- 
gin operations on ifs 200,000-acre tract in 
the near future.

BELGIUM AND ITS GOVERNMENT 


Something About the Little Nation 
Which Has Been Called the 
“Cockpit of Europe.” 


It is a wise man who can predict the 
termination of the present troublesome 
times in Belgium. 

By the rejection of the proposal meade 
by the Socialists and Liberals for a revi- 
sion of the constitution, the equalization 
of the franchise and a reconstruction of 
the election law, the government has fur- 
nisghed the minority grounds for further 
agitation and the people cause—or at least 
what they consider cause—for further 
rioting and disturbances. 

It is predicted that such disturbances 
will certainly continue and that the strikes 
in various sections will spread. All over 
Europe there is the gravest apprehension 
on the parts of rulers and diplomats. 


Belgium Has Had 

a Stormy History. 
The present troublesome time tn Belgium 
is no novelty for that small but most dense- 
ly populated kingdom in all Europe. From 
the time of Julius Cesar it has been tur- 


bulent and in the days of chivalry, when 
the profession of arms was most popular, 
there wag always fighting in Flanders: 
The history of Belgium is the history of 
pain, Austria and France. After it ceased 
to be a part of the Roman Gallia it very 
soon came to be known as Flanders and 
80 continued untll the time of Charles the 
Bold it became the chief part of Burgundy. 
From Burgundy it went to France and half 
a century later became Spanish territory 
which it remained until the last half of the 
16th century, when the northern provinces 
revolted and became the Seven United 
Provinces, leaving but two under Spanish 
rule. In 1598 Spain regained the power but 
Belglum was made an independent state, in 
which position it remained until 1621, when 
it again fell into the hands of Spain. 

At the close of the war of the Spanish 
succession, by the treaty of Utrecht, it was 
assigned to Austria. After many storm 
years in 1789 the Belgians osama and, 
throwing off Austrian sovereignty formed 
themselves into United Belgium. But this 
only lasted a year when Austria reconquer- 
ed the country and kept it until the war 
wf the French revolution and the rise of 
Napoldon, when it became French terri-

_, Belgium has been called not meee? the 
ccckpit of Europe,” because of. the wars 
that have been waged within her territory. 
That the country seems on the verge of 
a révolution is no surprise to those who 
have followed Eurdpean history since the 
days of 1815, when the famous and notorious 
“Congress of Vienna’ made and unmade 
kings and kingdoms just as arbitrarily as 
Napoleon I had created them. All Europe 
is naturally deeply interested in the chap- 
ter of modern history which is now pro- 
ceeding to a culmination in the Httle mon- 
archy, because there is no knowing where 
a revolution started in the plains of Bra- 
bant may end. 

After the fall of Napoleon 
was evolved out of the chaos his overthrow 
had wrought, Holland and Belgium were 
freed from France only to be united in one 
government. It was a fatal blunder of 
the Vienna congress to join Catholic Bel- 
gium to Protestant Holland, as events 
Ss proved.

Present Dynasty. 

The July revolution of 1830, which termi- 
nated the rule of the House of Bourbon 
in France, was the signal for secession in 
Belgium. The people of Brussels rose as 
one man in a general revolt against the 
Dutch King, William of Orange. The blue 
blouse of the laborer became the uniform 
of the general as well as the private in 
the ranks. It became the emblem and s'gn 
of freedom.

ever, changed the opinion of Europe. He 
proved himself an admirable ruler, so much 
so that in the dark year of 1843 Be'gium 
was the only country in Europe that re- 
mained unshaken. Late in his reign, when 
ris dignified and beneficent career drew to 
a close, he wrote to one of his ministers: 
“T have been a happy King.’’ In these 
few words he summed up his own life and 
the Wwe ~~ te - elgium since he has 
been called to rule it. 

It is not against the person of the present 
King, Leopold II, who succeeded his father 
at the latter’s death, Dec. 10, 1865, that revo- 
lutionary movements in Belgium are direct- 
ed. He is simple and cordial in his man- 
ner and popular with his subjects, who are 
willing to overlook certain well-known de- 
fects in his character, which they consider 
more than atoned for by his absolute refusal) 
to be drawn into the never-ending conflict 
between the two political parties in the 
kingdom. the clericals and Liberals. An ar- 
dent republican says of Leopold II: ‘It re- 
quires a very small effort for a Republican 
‘to live under a monarch who. tke Teoprold 
II, observes sincerely and loyally the con- 
stitution. The King himself has too lofty 
a spirit to believe that there is in Belgium 
a single Republican who could wish for his 
overthrow.’ 

This tribute to fhe King contains the key- 
note to the present troubles in Belgium. 
The strife is not primarily for a republican 
form of government, but for a revision of 
the constitution which will give the people 
of the monarchy not only free, but equal 
suffrage. Equality at the ballot box is the 
contention of the radicals, led by the so- 
cialists, who are the dominating faction in 
the liberal party. Preference of the indi- 
vidual with a higher education than that 
afforded by the common schools of the land 
and under which one individual may have 
three votes is the content'on of the c'ericals, 
who are in control of almost every high 
school, college and university tn the king- 
oom. Between ew ive content od po 
olution may resuit uniess e 
cedes to the de made by socialists 
in the Chamber of Deputies.

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LEOPOLD IN OTHERS’ EYES. 


King Leopold is known as the most 
profiigate and prodigal King in Eu- 
rope. It has been rumored several 
times that hs would abdicate in 
favor of Prince Albert, especially at 
the time of the prince’s recent mar- 
riage to the Duchess Elizabeth of Ba- 
varia. He is a second cousin of King 
Fdward of England. <A perfect gen- 
tleman in his manners, a most 
charming and fluent talker, Leopold 
yet strikes all who come into inti- 
mate contact with him asa man who, 
devoid of enthusiasm himself, is in- 
capable of arousing it in others In 
1853. before his accession to the 
throne, he married the Archduchess 
Marie Henriette of Austria-Hungary.

The plan of the clericals to secure r- 
manently a number’ of -sea’s in the legisia- 
ture by this new election bill was very 
innocent on the face of. it, but.the opposi- 
tion united and demanded not only a with- 
drawal of the obnoxious bill but also the 
universal and equal suffrage.

Prior to 1898 there were but 130,000_voters. 
The amended law of that year provided for 
more than 10 times this number for the 
popular branch of the legislature. This con- 
cession was brought about by the deter- 
mined attitude of the radicals and the 
threat of a revolution. In these latter days 
there have been open calls to arms not 
only in Brussels, but also in the provincial 
cities of Liewe. Ghent and Bruges, and in 
the mining districts socialism threatens to 
culminate in open rebellion. 


No Threats Against 
King or Dynasty. 

It is certainly a sifnificant fact that In 
the midst of all this turmoil there has not 
been a single threat against the person of 
the King or his dynasty. This is undoubt- 
edly due to the fact that nine years ago 
Leopold II: took the cause of the people 
against the clericals in the battle for ex- 


tending the franchise, and the King and the 
people won. He is again with them in the 
present controversy, although not taxing 
an active part. In Belgium at least, and 
in Brussels. particularly, Leopold II, is 
imménsely popular. whatever his shortcom- 
ings may on Of his f'irtations, to call 
these shortcomings by a mild name, the 
press of both hemispheres has kept full 
and detailed account. His good qualities 
have not received thé same treatment. Un- 
til the constitutional conflict of 1898 he has 
never been active in what is commonly 
known as practical politics, and since that 
time, having achieved a victory, at least 
a partial one, for the people, he has never 
interfered in — again. 

His interests are largely confined to ef- 
forts to broaden the trade and industry of 
Belgium, and he has always been at the 
front in geogravhical studies and re- 
searches. In 1876 he called an international 
geogranhical congress to Brussels to realize 
unon discoveries in Gentral Africa. Rased 
upon Stanley's discoveries Leopold II 
founded the Congo Free State, of which he 
aesnmed sovereienty -in 1885: uvon request 
of the Cango people. Subsequently -he ceded 
this colony to Belgium. An expedition to 
the South Pole, made possible largely by 
the King’s contribution, has fst returned 
after. a successful, vovage in the Arctic re- 
gions. Last vear he offered an internation! 
prize of 25.000-francs, to be awarded in 19% 
for the best work on the military history of

After the Wright reached harbor, Lapera 
Engenio, an Italian sailor from the Frank- 
istan, whose mind had given way under 
the long strain, jumped into the bay to 
drown himself. He was rescued by those 
on. board a launch which had gone down 
the bay to meet the Wright, and to them he 
told a rambling tale in broken English 
about ill-treatment on the ship—of being 
compélied to live on hardtack and grease. 
Then he says that when the ship caught 
fire he was blamed for it by the crew, 
and that they threatened that as soon as 
the bide reached anchorage he was to be 
fastened to her anchor and sent with it 
into the depths. He declared that when 
. they made ready to tie him to the anchor 
he leaped into the bay. 

The poor fellow made a pitiable figure as 
he cowered in the cabin of the launch. He 
was without hat or coat and had but one 
shoe.

She did not faint nor scream nor go into 


hysterics, but she put on a brave smile, and 
from that time on did her best to cheer on 
the work of bringing the ship to port.

when two weeks old are really balls of 
fat, weighing under usual conditions about 
55 pounds each, of which about 40 pounds 
represents the weight of the skin and the 
attached fat, leaving only 15 pounds for the 
carcass. At this stage they are covered 
with a coat of very thick, soft, nearly white 
hair, hence they are known as “white 
coats,’’ and are in perfect condition for the 
hunters. At the end of about three weeks 
the animals gradually take to the water, 
the skin changes in color and becomes less 
valuable, and the weight of the animal de- 
cr eatly, so that at the age of one 
month the t averages but 30 pounds in 
weight, and six months later it is only 
about pounds, or practically the same as 
when the animal was only two weeks old.

Mrs. Whitcraft Was So Anxious to 
Disprove the Accusation That —

PHILADELPHIA, April 19.—Truth al- 
ways has been stranger than fiction. John 
Reilly of Evesboro, N. J., was not mur- 
dered, neither is he dead, and as a result 
Samuel Whitcraft is a happy man. He 
owes his happiness to his wife—and as a 
matter of fact Reilly owes her a lasting 
debt of gratitude too—for had it not been 
for her he would still be dead, although he 
did not know until today that he had been 
off this fair earth. Mrs. Reilly probably is 
the least happy of all, as the dispelling of 
her fond delusion leaves her a wife instead 
of a widow. 

To untangle this merry knot of happiness 
and sorrow, men and spooks, ‘is to relate a 
rare human experience that leaves ficton 
utterly out of the race.

Risked Her Life 

to Save Him. 

His western’ experience was the central 
incident in the life of the debonair young 


marquis. It was during his stay in the West 
that the young wife risked her life to save 
his, an incident that is said to have infiu- 
enced De Mores to his last day. 

In 1883 De Mores married Marie Medora 
von Hoffman, -the pretty and clever young 
daughter of the millionaire banker, L. A. 
von Hoffman of New York. For some time 
he had been working on a scheme to com- 
pete with the beef trust by packing beef 
where the cattle weré fed, and shipping it 
to the eastern market dressed or packed, 
expecting to save enough money on the dif- 
ference in freight to enable him to underbid 
the trust. 

The scheme was roundly condemned at 
the time by eastern meat men, though west- 
ern cattlemen seem to have considered it 
feasible enough. 

Undismayed and backed by the wealth 
of his father-in-law, who furnished readily 
large sums for the enterprise, De Mores 
started West with his bride soon after the 
marriage. 

He had obtained 25,000 acres of railroad 
gtant land in the bad lands of eastern 
Montana, near the Dakota line. lt was 
here he meant to erect his packing houses 
and buy and keep his stock. 

A spot In a treeless ‘‘coolee” in the cen- 
ter of the bad lands was chosen as a town 
site, and the place was named Medora 
in honor of the marquise. 

Montana was greatly agitated over the 
acquisition of this eccentric character and 
his money, but the cattlemen of his sec- 
tion were soon his bitter enemies. They 
fleeced him at every turn and they despised 
his good clothes, his English riding saddle, 
his dandified ways and his fences. These 
last were the ostensible bones of conten- 
tion, but, cowboy like, their greatest scorn 
was for his English fashion of rising in 
his saddle when riding, a matter of con- 
tinual wonder to the plainsmen, who sit 
in their Mexican saddics as if they were 
part of the animal under them.

Does the mouth 
produce it?’’ Dr. Nyrop asks. 

He answers: 

“A kiss is produced by a kind of sucking 
movement of the muscles of the lips, ac- 
companied by a weaker or louder sound. 
Thus from a purely phonetic point of 
view, a kiss may be defined as an inspira- 
tory bi-lablal sound, which the English 
phoneticians call the ‘lip-click,’ that is, 
the sound made by the smacking of tne 
lips. 

“This movement of the muscles is not of 
Bself sufficient to produce a kiss, it being, 
Bm you know employed by coachmen when 
they want to start their horses; but it be 
@omies a kiss only when it is used as an 
expression of certain feeling, and when the 
lips are pressed against, or coming in con- 
tact with a living creature.’’ 

A German jurist of the end of the eigh- 
teenth century wrote a minute and ex- 
tremely solid treatise on the remedy a 
woman has against a man who kisses hor 
against her will. The jurist begins by clas- 
sifying kisses thus:

But when is a kiss taken by force? A 
woman's “No” often has a piquancy that 
refined lovers delight in. Thus Marot begs 
his sweetheart not to give her kisses read- 


lly: 


Longed for mouth, I pray you this: 
Feign deny me when you kiss. 


Dirat. has also thus expressed himself: 
“Promise me nine kisses,’ sayg he to his 
Thais. ‘“‘Give me eight and let me strug- 
gie for the ninth.” 

“Tt ought now to be taken as proved,” 
wirtes Prof. Nyrop. tn concluding his chap- 
ther on tove kisses, ‘that women—beautifu! 
women—and kisses are of a piece. It is 
at the same time Nature's ordinance, and 
we find it verified In all countries and in 
all ages. Odin himself says, you know, 
in Hamaral, where he instructs mortals in 
the wisdom of life: 


Shiye are voyages, end shields for war. 
Sword blades to emite and maids to kiss. 


“And the Greeks say: ‘Wine belongs to 
chestnuts, honey to nuts and kisses to 
maids.’ 

“T am inclined to assume that women 
also agree with this view; certainly I have 
no positive enunciation to support my as- 
sumption, but I am able to quote a Ger- 
man proverb which assuredly points in this 
direction: ‘I cannot bear kissing,’’ said the 
maiden, ‘when I am not taking part in 
it.’ 

“The parents kiss us like the good angel 
that shields the child from all evil,” writes 
the professor, when he turns to kisses of 
affection. ‘This kiss follows man even af- 
ter death; with a kiss one takes leave of 
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the lifeiess body—-in Genesis we reaé that 
when Jacob was dead, ‘Joseph fell upon his 
father’s face and wept upon him and kissed 
him’ ”’ 

In ancient times lovers always demanded 
of each other this act of love. 

“When the alabaster box, filled with Sy- 
rian perfume. has been poured out over 
my dead body, then do thou, O Cynthia. 
press thy last kisses on my cold lips,’ 
sings Propertius, in one of his elegies. 

“The death kiss ie something so natural 
that it Is superfluous to point out Ita ex- 
istence amongst different nations,’’ writes 
Dr. Nyrop, feelingly: “It was not only a 
mark of love but it was also an article of 
belief, that the soul might be detained for 
a brief while by such a kiss. 

“The kiss was the last tender proof of 
love bestowed Qn one we have loved, and 
was believed, in ancient times, to follow 
mankind to the nether world. Even in our 
own days, popular belief in many places 
demands that the nearest relative shall kiss 
the corpse’s forehead ere the coffin lid is 
screwed down; in cértain parts, indeed, it 
is :ncumbent on every one who sees a dead 
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body to kiss it, otherwise he will get no 
peace from ‘the dead.’’ 

So it is easily seen how closely allied is 
the kiss of affection, in certain respects. fo 
the kies of peace and the kiss of respect, 
and why the Dane who writes frankly ac- 
knowledges that his artificial formed groups 
often overlap one another. Of the kiss of 
respect Mme. de Campan, in her memories, 
writes, describing the homage paid to Hen- 
jamin Franklin at the French court: 


“At one of the splendid entertainmencs 
given in Franklin’s honor, I saw how the 
most beautiful »f the three hundred ladies 
present was chosen to place a laure! 
crown on the white locks of the American 
philosopher and imprint a kiss on each of 
the old man’s cheeks.’’

“Rome,’’ says Martial, ‘gives on one's re- 
turn aficr fifteen years of absence, such 
a number of kisser as exceeds those giver 
by Lesbia to Catullus. Every neighbor, 
every hairy-faced farmer presses on you 
with a_ strongly-scented kiss. Here the 
weaver assails you, there the fuller and 
the cobbler, who hase just been kissing 
leather. It was hardly worth while to tre- 
turn,” 

Romans then kissed whenever they met, 
morning and evening, at all seasons of the 
year. The winter kisses seem to have been 
especially unpleasant, and Martial con- 
demns them in the strongest terms in his 
epigram to Linus: 

"Ms winter and December's horrid cold

PHASIA may be caused by a great 
A many things, and it may take many 
different forms. It may be that a 
shock, transmitted through the spina! curd 
to the brain, may cause complete loss of 
some faculty. This may be due to an acci- 
dent or to some shock. Loss of the voice is, 
perhaps, the most common forin of aphasia. 
Such cases have,been the subject of a great 
deal of earnest study, and much ts known 
of them Oftentimes there is but partia! 
loss of the voice. Such a case is termed 
aphonia. 

Persons suffering with aphasias or apho- 
nias may have a great variety of afflictions. 
One may not be able to talk. Another may 
be able to say but a part of a word or but 
a limited number of words. Articulation ts 
ordinari!y impossible in such cases. An- 
other patient may not be able to read. He 
may see the word dog and insist that it is 
cat Anothe: may not be abie to write. 
He has what we call agraphia. He may 
have been an excellent writer prior to hie 
affliction, ard now may be unable to make 
a single letter of the alphabet. Confusion 
of the uses, names and values of familiar 
abjeets around him is one of the common 
troubles of the patient with aphasia. f 

Here ts another strange thine about it: 
A person may be walking across a street. 
and suddenly find a car ar a carriage upon 
him. This is a shock, and it may cause 
apaasia. Thinking to leap away from the

approaching car, the unfortunate may leap 
directly into it, though certain that he is 
jumping the other way. 

Aphasia und aphonia are not incurable. 
They are ordinarily but temporary affilc- 
tions, and even in their worst form they 
are quite well understood and effectively 
treated by experts upon the nerves. Gen- 
erally speaking, they are caused by impair- 
ment of inhibitory centers of the brain. 
Consequently the person does not have con- 
trol of his normal self. When the inhibitory 
centers are out of order he is likely to do 
just the opposite of what he would do did 
he possess fuil control of h'mself. Inhibition 
is what controls the actions. It is the 
brake, as it were, upon every organ.

PHASIA and apraxia are not unusual 
A disturbances, caused either by shock 
or concussion. The former is loss or dils- 
turbance of the faculty of speech. The latte 
is a loss of memory regarding the nature 
and uses of famillar objects. 

I have seen both In private and public 
practice, and after carefully tracing the or- 
igin of complaints have found that prior to 
the attack the patient's brain has fn most 
cases been normal; that is to say, of or 
dinary strength and intelligence. It can- 
not, therefore, be said that one person Is 
less likely to be so stricken than another, 
except in persons of nervous disposition. 
Where the condition is the result of acct- 
dent or attack from without (the risk is 
equal. Nervous dispositions frequently fall 
victims of one or both afflictions, and the 
period of affliction varies from #0 seconds to 
a lifetime. In the case of the strong per- 
son there muet be some concussion, some 
exterior violence, which may be inflicted, 
not alone on the head, but upon any part 
of the body. 

If aphasia is produced the speech center 
of the brain has become paralysed. It con- 
not perform its functions, and the victim 
can frame no words, though he may be 
perfectiy conscious and have a full under- 
standing of his exact condition.

when he came to five hcurs afterward he 
could not utter a sound. His mind was 
clear, he understood every word of his at- 
tendants, and he realized exactly the nature 
of his affliction, yet he could not speak. 
He thought of reading. A paper was hand- 
ed to him, and to his surprise he found he 
could not understand the words before his 
eyes. This condition lasted three or four 
days, when the paralysis of the muscies of 
the larnyx gradually passed away and the 
speech center resumed its normai state. In 
apraxia practically the same conditions 
prevail. Unless the shock be too severe the 
brain, under proper treatment, will soon 
right itself. 

Persons have, ir common parlance, been 
frightened spéechiess. Here is a form of 
aphasia that is really not the rea! thing. 
The failure to make a sound under great 
shock is due to the sudden withdrawal of 
the great portion of the blood from the 
brain. If, on crossing railroad tracks with 


the mind absorbed in other thought, a train 
should suddenly come upon you and you 
should faint, you~ brain at that time wou‘d 
be without blood. If you should step in 
front of the locomotive, instead of back- 
ward to a place of safety, it would indi- 
cate that there had been a great contrac- 
tion of the heart muscles, drawing large 
quantities of blood from the tissues within 
the cranium. 

While the brain ts the firat to receive anv 
shock, it is the last portion of the anatomy 
to be directly affected. When the horrifv- 
ing vision is flashed on the brain, it fs 
transferred to the nerves and thence to the 
heart. If you are emotiona) that organ 
withdraws the blood from the head, and the 
whole system of circulation is disarrange:!. 

The same applies to hearing and feeling. 
While the brain is Instantly agitated, it is 
not stunned until the heart has withdrawn 
its supply of blood. Then It lays dormant 
until the natural circulation has been re- 
stored. 


These strange cases can usually be traced 
to a satisfactory origin. I once heard of a 
case where a man who was apparently suf- 
fering from no injury suddenly lost control 
of his muscles to the extent that he could 
not turn round. He would walk in one di- 
rection until stopped by a companion, who 
would have to face him about and start 
him in another. This man was a puzsle for 
a long time to the medical and surgical fra- 
ternity. Finally it was decided to examine 
his skull. An operation was performed and 
it was found that on the inside a chip of 
the inner layer of the skull was pressing 
ever so slightly on the brain. This was re- 
moved and the man revived and placed up- 
on his feet. His normal conception of loco- 
motion had been #estored. Inquiry showed 
he had boen hit on the head six months be- 
fore, but as there was no outward lacera- 
tion or fracture the incident had been for- 
gotten.

The result is the discovery that infliction 
of bodily pain by teachers is still allowed in 
2% of the great cities of more than 100,000 
inhabitants. 

Corporal punishment is forbidden by 
law .in the boroughs of Manhattan, 
Bronx and Richmond. Greater New York;

cago, Baltimore, Cleveland, Syracuse and

In Philadelphia there ts no written rule, 
but corporal punishment ifs said to have 
been abandoned by common consent of 
teachers.

Anderson argued that 
there was no atmospheric resistance imme- 
diately behind a flying train, but rather a 
vacuum, Those who opposed his ideas be- 
lieved that a moving train created a suc- 
tion, and that once a bicycle was embraced 
in this terrible vortex, the rider would be 
dashed to death. 

This was an interesting argument. Two 
things were necessary to its determination. 
One was boards and the other was nerve. 
The railroad track must needs have been 
Doarded up te enable the bicycle to run {m- 
mediately behind the train, and someone 
was necessary to do the riding. Anderson 
himself supplied the nerve. He volun- 
teered to do the riding. Others pro- 
provided the boards. The track was board- 
ed up for two miles, allowing a half-mile 
fer the start, a mile for the run under full 
gpeed and a half-mile for the stop, Ander- 
een made the ride on a hot Sunday in Au- 
gust.

Then something happened. Everybody on 
the coach expected something to happen 
every second. They expected to see the 
wheel wabble and the rider dashed to his 
death. They expected to see the wheel fly 
into fragments with the strain and Ander- 
son. roll lifeless along the track. It re- 
quired no fertile imagination to see the 
finish of Anderson. There was little else 
in sight. But the something that happened 
was this: The train leaped over a road 
crossing. There was planking between the 
rails, and the boards laid for the bicycle 
had been laid over these, making a slight 
rise in the course. When the bicycle 
struck this it leaped straight on into the 
air. The track dipped, but not the wheel. 
The wheel had not time to. People 
on the rear platform of the coach chorused 
“Oh” in anguish, but the bicycle settied 
after soaring some 20 feet, and it came 
on fast to close the gap occasioned by the 
rider losing his nerve for an instant and 
letting down in his work. How far does a 
vacuum extend behind a train? Goodness 
knows. Anderson was almost 100 feet be- 
hind for a few seconds, but he was still in 
the sphere of non-resistance, because he 
gained on the train with every flash of the 
pedals once he had recovéred his: nerve. 
When the second torpedo popped he was 10 
feet behind and gaining. The train ran a 
quarter of a mile before it slowed down. 
Anderson was off his wheel by that time 
and sitting down on the roadside, waiting 
for them to come and pick him up. He 
was not much fatigued. His face was 
black -with coal smoke. The hot cement 
was dripping from the ends of his wheel. 
But he was all right, and the time was 
1:03. It stood without parallel for three 


‘years, when Charles M. Murphy, profiting 


by Anderson's experience, rode a mile in 
the same way in New York in 57 seconds. 
Anderson would have ridden in 30 secends 
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that day had the train been able to go so 
fast. He said it was no trouble to keep up. 

Heroes of many thrilling feats of speed 
on their wheels, the widely known Murph} 
brothers are now in training for the great- 
est effort of their cycling career. They will 
try to break the record of the famous loco- 
motive No. 999 of the Empire State ex- 
press, which holds the world’s record for 
the fastest run of one mile in 32 seconds, 
which means a speed of 112.5 miles an hour. 
If they should fail to accomplish this task 
they feel certain that they will at least 
create a record of 40 seconds, which will 
top all other records other than those of a 
light locomotive. Their hopes are based upon 
cent remarkable trials with a new and most 
interesting machine, in one of which, with- 
out prepa@Pation or intent, a half mile was 
was made in 27 seconds on a stretch of or- 
dinary road. 

The brothers say they will be ready for 
the attempt on May 31, the date set for 
the meeting under the auspices of the Auto- 
mobile Club of America and the Automobile 
Club of Long Island, when there will be 
open speed trials for the world’s mile rec- 
ord, the scene of the contests to be most 
probably the Coney Island boulevard. 

The Murphys admit that they expect to 
be called foolhardy for entering into a con- 
test with the fastest piece of machinery 
ever conceived by human ingenuity, but 
they point to. the fact that when Charles 
M., the younger of the two, announced in1899 
that he would follow within a few feet eight 
of the fastest engine the Long Island Rail- 
road Co. could put on its rails he was 
called a madman. Nevertheless he rode be- 
hind the engine, and, in the hair-raising 
contest, made a mile in 57 4-5 seconds, the 
speediest mile ever ridden by’ a human be- 
ing through his own efforts. 

Almost as wonderful as the nerve of the 
cyclists who will try to wrest the laurels 
from No. 999 is the machine with which the 
test is to be made. It is called a lococyle, 
is propelled by a gasoline engine and ds no 
doubt the most powerful motor for its size 
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It is now concealed fm & 
roadhouse near Woodlawn, in the neigh- 
borhood of which the trials have taken 
place. It embodies in its construction sev- 
eral secrets not to be divulged. It appears 
to be an ordinary tandem bicycle, rigged 
up with trim boilers, tanks and other 
mechanism, and the wonder is where the 
great power it has developed comes from, 

In whizzing at such high speed the 
Murphys have been compelled to devise a 
garb much like an armor. They wear a 
complete set of leather, which covers them 
from head to foot. Their faces are pro- 
tected by professional masks and leather- 
bound goggles, and Charles Murphy, the 
steersman, wears also a metal mask over 
his mouth, to which is fastened a wet 
sponge and a plece of hose. through 
which latter apparatrs he ifs enabled to 
breathe. He says he discovered that theeight 
chief obstacle to speeding on the machine 
was his inability to get air while rushing 
through space, but that the problem -is 
solved by his metal mouthpiece and its at- 
tachments. 

Charles Murphy, since his world-record- 
breaking ride, has bécome a member of the 
Metropolitan police foree, and is now on 
duty with the bicycle. squad. He has al- 
ready made a fine record in his new work. 
William F. Murphy, the elder brother, was 
formerly a world’s champion, and was 
known as the king of handicap riders. He 
was on the yaudeville stage for a time and 
is now an expert in the automobile indus- 
try, conducting a New York branch of a 
big manufacturing firm, and is also well 
known as a racing chauffeur. 

The tandem or lococyle was made by a 
Bridgeport automobile firm, and weighs, 
with all its attachments, 500 pounds. It has 
the ordinary wire spoke wheels and extra 
heavy carriage tires. Between the two 
riders and suspended by a framework of 
tubing are two boilers of the upright tubu- 
lar. pattern, coupled together, each having 
300 one-half-inch copper tubes. The boiler 
heads are of steel and the shell is of cop- 


ever constructed.

per wound with piano wire te allow for 
contraction and expansion. They are test- 
ed to 360 pounds pressure. 

The burners are of the blue flame type 
and have between them 228 tubes or air 
coolers. Around each tube in a circle are 
20 gas holes, through which small jets of 
generated gasoline burst into a fierce blue 
flame of great power. There are altogether 
4788 of these jets of flame. 

Set directly behind the two boilers. and 
in front of the rear rider, is a marvel of. a 
compact little engine of five-horse power of 
the double-acting variety, whose cylinders 
can make more than 2700 revolutions a 
minute. By a clever arrangement the re- 
versing gear is discarded and links re- 
moved, thereby coupling the forward ec- 
centric straps direct to the valve, giving 
a short but rapid s'roke to the engine. 

The pump is fastened by a lever to the 
crossheads and fed by a serjes of auto- 
matic check valves, which ‘admit and 
force the water through a maze of coiled 
pipe over the top of the boilers. The ma- 
chine is also fitied with a steam combina- 
tion air and water pump. Through a simple 
sprocket hung in the center of the main 
shaft the power is transmitted by an or- 
dinary bicycle chain to the sprocket of the 
rear wheel, giving the same number of 
revolutions to the driving wheel of the ma- 
chine as to the engine. 

Directly under the handlebar of the rear 
man are two round upright tanks, contain- 
ing eight gallons of gasoline, which will 
carry the machine 100 miles. Over the as- 
bestos-covered hoods of the boilers, and 
lying flat between the steersman and the 
engineer, are the water tanks. Surmounht- 
ing these, like the roll of a knapsack, is an 
air tank. The throttle valve, cyclinder oll 
cup, gasoline cut off, pass valve, steam and 
air gauge, whistle and powerful hand- 
brakes are all arranged in line directly in 
front of the engineer. 

The only thing about the machine missing 
from an ordinary bicycle is the pedals. In 
place of these the riders use foot rests. 
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The handlebars are of unusual wiéth. 

The machine made its best record in a 
spurt on the road from Woodlawn toward 
the Empire Driving Park, a fine two-mile 
stretch of macadam. In telling of this 
trial William Murphy said:

When the 
lumovermen get into a big pine forest in the 
South they do not wait for towns to be 
built with stores, schools, churches and wa- 
terworks, but take advantage of the rail- 
road and get their homes readymade. The 
railroad company has no objection, as it 
frequently is in partnership with the lum- 
berman and owns a part of the forest itself. 
When the tracklaying has reached a place 
which would make a good “settlement,”’ 
with ax and saw a clearing gang cut 
away enough of the trees and undergrowth 
for the ‘“‘townsite,’’ sometimes leaving the 
tree stumps as supports for their future 
homes.

creek flows which will give an ample water 
supply. 

After the clearing has been made, the 
colony prepares to settle down. The rall- 
road company runs a train of freight cars 
to the vlace, usually selecting those which 
have been damaged by accident or have 
been condemned for some other reason. 
Three or four branch tracks are laid 
through the clearing parallel with each 
other and cars run out upon these to the 
places where they are to be left. The cars 
are raised from the track and propped up 
on the stumps or timbers and the rails and 
trucks removed. If only a few cars are to 
be used, they are unbolted from the trucks, 


lifted on roilers with screw jacks and 
hauled to the foundation by the logging 
teams. 


It does not take long to transform one 
into a home for the lumberman and his 
family. Doors are cut in both ends, the 
planking and framework of the cars being 
used for door material, so that it is oniy 
necessary to screw on a pair of hinges. 
The doors in the sides are generally failed 
up, but three or four openings are made 
for windows. If the roof is leaky, a piece 
of board or tar paper is nailed down for 
repairs, while a hole is cut through for 
the cookstove or heater if the car contains 
a kitchen also. Usually the family spread 


many may live in one of these car houses 
and be fairly comfortable. The accompa- 
nying photograph shows a family in Mis- 
sissipp! all of whom reside in the car where 
their picture was taken. The car towns 
have their regular streets named after fa- 
mous people and usually the main thor- 
oughfare is an avenue. The original num- 
bers of the cars are left over the ends s0 
that the town postman may carry the mail 
to house No, 264, although it is only the 
tenth or eleventh in the row. A little thing 
like this, however, makes no difference, and 
the original numbers save time and paint. 
Seventy-five or 100 cars will make up a 
fair-sized community, as each will average 
from four to seven or eight inmates. They 
are sociabie places, too, these towns. Bv- 
erybody feels that he is the equal of his 
neighbor and the social line is not drawn 
as at Newport and some other places.

g my last stay in Honduras I did a 
syeat deal of clearjng upon the plantation, 
and this will be continued until the tract is 
suitable to the cultivation of rubber. 
| Clearing tropical growth in Honduras is 
@ work which cannot be appreciated by 
agyone unfamiliar with tropical vegetation. 
The growth is so thick that one can only 
penetrate the greater portion of it by cutting 
his way with a machete. The Indians cut 
trails through it for their moving about. We 
use fire a great deal in clearing. The trees 
and bushes dry rapidly once they are felled 
and they will soon burn readily. We fell 
them in strips and then burn against the 
wind. Otherwise the fire would travel too 
fast and the harder and larger sticks would 
not completely burn. The fire will only 
travel to the green woods and there is not 
the same danger of forest fires that exists 
in other latitudes. A tropical forest is too 
@reen and too full of moisture to burn 
while it stunds. 

The workmen on the plantation are most- 
ly. the native Indians. There are three 
tribes of these, the Caribs, the Sambos 
and the Poyas. The Caribs live on the 
coast. No Carib will live any distance from 
the sea. They are a black people whose 
ancestors were Sambo Indians and black 
slaves escaped from the Spaniards. They 
are more than a primitve people. They are 
large and strong, excellent workers, do not 
drink like our own Indians do and are the 
cleanest Indians I have ever seen. Every 
Carib bathes in the sea once a day. His 
home is as clean as a Dutch kitchen. He is 
one of the most expert canoe men in the 
world and practices polygamy to some ex- 
tent. His home is never more than a hun- 
dred yards from the sea. 

The Sambos or Sumas are a yellow and 
smaller people thar. the Caribs, and they 
aré much like the Caribs in their habit of 
dwelling along the coast. The River In 
fians or Poyas are the aborigines, and 
these are scattered through the interior. 
These native peoples are much more nu- 
merous than the white people in the coun- 
try, and they are far from being a bad el- 
ement. The price of their labor is about 
$1 a day in our money. 

The Honduras Indians know nothing et 
all of their origin. There is, perhaps, nv

me. The Indians who accompanied us 
were very superstitious about the place, 
and they would not remain there at night, 
going away before nightfall and returning 
in the morning. The ruins I visited cov- 
ered about a city block. There were great 
round pillars prostrate in the forest, and 
the walls of the temple could be easily 
traced. The tropical growth over every 
part of the ruin was so thick that work 
could only be doze with the greatest diff’ 
culty. We reached the place about 3 o’clock 
one afternoon, an] remained there through 
the next day and night. The ascent. of the 
river was most tedious. The Indians were 
in the water half the time, and their en- 
durance was surprising. The temple is 
not more than f«rty miles from the At- 
lantic coast as the crow flies, but the trav- 
eler in Honduras cannot go as the crow 
flies. 

Honduras is a great rubber country. The 
rubber tree abounds in all its tropical for-\ 
ests and rubber gathering is one of the 
chief pursuits. The major portion of the for- 
est is wild and belongs to the government 
and the rubber gatherer can only work in it 
when he has a government license to gather 
rubber. There is a great-abuse of the priv- 
ilege. A rubber tree should not be tapped 
before 5 years old and then should be tapped 
during the rainy seasons, which come twice 
a year. But the Honduras woods are full 
of natives who do not hesitate to tap a tree 
not more than 3 years of age. This is killing 
the goose that lay the golden egg, for the 
chances are that a tree tapped so early will 
die; but the natives care not. They after or- 
ganize into bands and go from place to 
place in che forest, tapping trees the year 
round and oftentimes following each other 
closely through the same rubber groves, so 
that many a Honduras rubber tree is 
tapped as many as 12 times a year. The na- 
tives bring the rubber to market and re- 
ceive about 50 cents a pound for it. 

The rubber trees on the plantation are 
secured from seed planted from the last of 
May until the first week in August. These 
seeds are taken from a large pod much like 
a large overcup acorn. There are from 16 
to 28 séed in a pod. A gum which adheres 
to them ts washéd off and they are planted 
within a tew days after being taken from 
the pod. A rubber tree may be transplant- 
ed from the time it is six inches high until 
it is 3 years old, when it is about 18 feet 
high. Its maximum growth is from 60 to 80 
feet high and from 40 to 5) inches in diame- 
ter. The rubber we use is the coagulated 
sap of the tree. 

The plantation house is just a few yards 
from the Caribbean Sea. It is a beautiful 
place. There is a grove of cocoanut palms 
between the house and the seashore. The 
‘Honduras coast is famous for tis deep wa- 
ters, and we can sit at the front door of 
the plantation house and mark the passing 
of ships at sea. 


Fort Wellington, the old English post near 
the plantation, is a very interesting place. 
I have visited it many times and have 
found a great deal there to charm the lover 
of old things. The fort was most ad- 
vantageously placed where it commanded 
a view of the sea and was itSelf hidden by 
the forest. It Is 100 yards back from the 
sea shore on a lagoon. The eight-foot 
walls are still standing, and there are eight 
big cannons there. From the engraved 
stone slabs in the fort purying ground I 
ascertained that many members of the 
English nobility were stationed at this 
place. In 1741 Col. Alexander McGregor 
was in charge. This Honduras coast and 
its outlying ‘slands were infested with 
pirates In the early davs, and it was such 
institutions as Fort Wellington, assisted 
by English men-of-war, which put an end 
to their reign.

CHAPTER |, 


“ALL’S WELL ON SAMAR.” 


EPTEMBER is hot any place between 
the frigid zones, but the September 
sun fairly focalizes the Isle of Samar. 

Draw a straight line of latitude around the 
earth from Samar and it touches the south- 
érnmost point of Hindustan, the kingdom 
of Abyssinia and the republic of Panama, 
with native black men all the way around, 
bamboo huts and scant attire and customs 
as old and as steadfast as the tropical 
charm. 

Spain reached her mighty arm into these 
tropics, and it shriveled and died. No thing 
of the North could live in this hot fire. 
The very winds, galloping fast from the 
poles, are checked here and drift listlessly, 
the life gone from their dead selves. Hu- 
man endeavor is like that, too, 10 degrees 
from the equator. The strenuous life is far 
away. 

Tropical towns are of a sameness. Even 
indoors you are out. Only thé old Spanish 
church is close-walled and stuffy, and so 
hot the padre needs picture Heaven only, 
for the congregation can feel its antithesis. 
Bverybody does things as their forefathers 
did them 200 years ago, and those same 
forefathers followed in footsteps made 200 
years before that. Houses are very flimsy 
from the point of view of men born more 
than 10 degrees from the equator, and clean- 
liness is easily next to godliness—in scarc- 
ity. 

Samar is just south of the Isle of Luzon. 
A naroow stretch of the sea separates it 
from Borneo. The people of Samar are not 
so black as those of Borneo, neither are 
they as light as those of Luzon. Balangiga 
is one of the chief towns. It is down on the 
extreme south end, and has a population of 
600, an old convent, an old Spanish church, 
a padre and all that. It is 600 miles from 
Manila. 

The September of 1901 was very hot in 
Samar, being no different from any other 
September at all. Companies C and G of 


_ the Ninth United States infantry were sent 


down on the south shore for police duty. 
They had recently come in from the cam- 
paign in China. There was nothing in Lu- 
zon for them to do, and the coast people of 
Samar were asking protection from bands 
of insurgents who dwelt in the interior. 
Company C went to Balangiga, at the 
mouth of Balangiga river, and Company G 


3 3 * went to Basey, forty miles up the river. 
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If the climate was hot that September in 
Samar, the war was not. The soldiers of 
Company C fairly laid around. The men of 
Samar neither fled nor attacked when they 
came, but, like the Indians who greeted 
Columbus, timidly approachéd the boats 
and stood around in curious groups. They 
were black, thick-lipped, flat-nosed, dirty 


It is a terrible story, but glorious, for it proves of what stern stuffs 


they looked as vicious as so many Iittle 
black hornets. They ‘knew nothing of fire- 
arms, and had cnly the bolo, the great 
knife for which all Filipinos are famous. 

Company C was commanded by Capt. 
Thomas Connell. He chose for officers’ 
quarters an old convent on the east side of 
town, and for barracks a group of native 
huts on the west side. These were of bam- 
boo and mud, with bamboo ladders leading 
to the main living room. A little apart 
from them was an old rock house, a Span- 
ish structurg, and some of the privates, of 
whom there were 68 in the town, took up 
their quarters in this. The mess tent and 
the Sibley guard tents were pitched along- 
side the old stone house. 

The days passed, and they brought no 
fighting for the force at Lalangiga. The in- 
activities of the place became irying. For 
diversion Capt. Connell frequently sent lit- 
tle scouting parties out into the brushy 
back of the town orin the boats up the Ba- 
langiga river. But there was no foe—at 
least none in arms. There were many of 
these little ‘“hikes,”’ as the soldiers called 
them, between August 7 and September 23, 
but none of them cost the Americans a 
man. 


There is a charm about anything tropical. 
The trees and the leaves and the plants are 
all wonderful. The birds are brilliantly 
feathered, and al! life is more prolific than 
it is in the colder zones. The Americans 
found the forest of Samar a wonderland, 
and they journeyed into it every day, of- 
tentimes leaving not more than a half dozen 
of their countrymen on guurd at the town, 
such was their confidence in the townspeo- 
ple. It was a relief to go into the woods 
and get away from Balangiga. The days 
and nights alike were insufferably hot. The 
filth of the city gave off an unwholesome 
stench. The men wore only a loin cloth, 
the women but a single garment, and the 
children no clothes at all. The town 
abounded in sickness. 
it had a fever which caused the face and 
body to break out in blotches, and every 
day a line of these wreiched people ap- 
pealed to the company surgeon for aid, the 
men suffering stolidiy, the women whining 
and the children crying aioud. The sur- 
geon gave them all the medicine he had 
and sent to Basey for more. His own men, 
because of the cleanliness of their qvarters, 
needed but little. The natives were very ig- 
norant. They had never been led to any- 
thing better than a semi-barbarous lifo. 
Capt. Connell established several schools in 
the town, and his men gave instruction 
there two hours every morning. Further- 
more, the captain sent for the native chief 
of police and ordered him to get a force of 
the men of the town and clean the place up. 
The chief obeyed, but his men speedily laid 
down their shovels and rakes and ran away. 
Capt. Connell insisted that the work be

CHAPTER Il. 


THE MAN WITH THE RAG ON HIS 


THROAT. 

‘'M GOING to make these fellows 
clean this place up if I have to 
clean them up doing it.”’ 
Capt. Connell said this, or 

very similar to it Balangiga was truly 
very dirty. It was a coast city with every 
natura! opportunity to be beautiful, and the 
captain was determined that the place 
should at least be made wholesome and 
fit to dwell in. 

Wednesday, Sept. 25, found the work of 
cleaning up going on quite well, though 
still in desultory fashion. The natives 
could not understand. They had fought 
enemies who sought to levy tribute upon 
them, and others who sought to rule them, 
but never before an enemy who merely 
wanted things cleaned up. So they radmfaway 
whenever there was an opportunity, and 
spent a day or so in the brush, oniy to be 
lodged in the guard house on their return 
and to be put to work. 

The native chief of police always went 
out and brought in as many of the recal- 
citrants as he could find. He was = still 
a person of power among his pegple. 
The captain had only to give him 
his orders. He was most faithful. 
Still he was distrusted. His appear- 
ance was sinister at best. He was a 
little too chummy with the whites. Or- 
dinarily, a Filipino is well content to af- 
fillate with the people of his own skin, but 
the Balangiga chief of police was an ex- 
ception. He would come around and lean 
against a palm tree, near the quarters, 
for an hour at a time, doing nothing but 
looking around and exchanging a word now 
and then with one of the officers or men. 
On Friday, Sept. 27, Capt. Connell sent for 
him and told him to have as many street 
workers as he could get on hand the next 
morning, for the inspector-general was 
coming down and things must be in good 
shape. 

That Friday night was an illustration to 
what heights the climate of Samar can go. 
The Americans suffered keenly. The boat 
would be down from Basey in two days to 
bring in and take out mail, but the night 
was too hot for writing. Away out in the 
south seas, thousands of miles from home, 
the ietter assumed a new significance to the 
soldier. He had more desire to write than 
he had ever had before, and had more to 
write about. And he longed between mails 
for some news for his home and counted 
precious the letters that came. Ah, but this 
was living the life! From San Fran- 
cisco across the Pacific to China, into Tien 
Tsin and Pekin, then down to Manila, and 
now far down in Samar, away down upon 
another side of the earth. How many young 
men have cqualed it?) How many have seen 
so many lands and so rnany peoples, and 
when did country ever send its soldiers to 
such great !engths before—even in the wars 
of England and Napoleon, in the crusades 
or anyone of the great military move- 
ments?

teachers marched up the hill last Monday 
morning and did not march down again for 
eight hours, in which time they made the 
hil! and the valley to glow with the beauty 
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the grove surrounding the Sweet Spring, 
and the debris of years they gathered up, 
old sticks and stones and leaves and what 
rémnants remained of picnic baskets and 
lunch boxes of many succeeding summers. 
The grove was marked off into strips and 
the children divided into so many for each 
strip. to work with a good will 
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at noon, and then worked through the af. 
ternoon until 5. Some carried fuel for the 
fires, others swept, and others piled up the 
scattered stones. In the evening the valley 
and the grove and the hill were all tempt- 
ingly neat and clean. It was the first day's 
work of the children of Eureka or, 
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The Diack struck a frigh:ful blow as a 
e«oldier jumped for his lege Neither missed, 
nor lived. The way was cl-ar. 

Private Uhtof leaped from the table and 
joined the boj}s fighting for the guns. As 
he rushed from the tent a score of blacks 
struck at him with bolos. axes and clubs. 
Into the midst of them went Uhtof, fight- 
ing. swearing, forcing his wiry. He broke 
through the first line. A native charged 
down upon him with a shovel. Uhtof was 
bleeding, but he was ful) of fight. He met 
the onslaught with one of his own. The 
shovel struck him upon the hip, and he, 
like his adversary. went headlong to the 
ground. tT'htof's hip had been dislocated. 
but he leaped to his feet and fought on. 
He got to one of the houses, where the 
boys were fighting for their guns, and they 
called to him: 

“Don’t come in here, Uhtof, for God's 
sake. They've got the guns, and they're 
murdering us.” 

Weak and in pain, but afire with rage, 
Whtot grabbed at the larding and seught 
to drag himself in. But he could not. He 
was too weak. Through the door he could 
see his fellows waging an unequal tight In 
which the enemy had all the guns, but, not 
knowing how to fire them, used only the 
bayonets Backed to the wall with the 
sharp bayonets presented, the blacks 
plerced whoever came within their reach. 
Ard. losing man after man in their rushes. 
and gaining not one single gun, the soldiers 
wem hemmed in and still fighting with 
their bare fists. 

The boys of Company C had often said 
that Balancgiga was ‘‘a hell of a hole.” And 
such it was this Saturday morning. To 
have died in fair fight would have been 
nothing. But to be cut down and held off 
in this way, when five minutes’ possession 
of the guns would send every black hornet 
in the swarm squealing to the brush -this 
was what made Balangiga that morning “a 
hell of a hole.’ The captain, the surgeon 
and all the officers over in the convent 
had been murdered tn bed. Twenty-five of 
the privates had fallen at the mess table, 
and another 10 had fallen in the fight for 
the guna. It had all happened in a minute, 
and now it seemed that every American 
was here miserably to perish, to be cut 
down while his fingers clutched in fever 
to hold a gun. 

“Somebody's got a gun.”

Fencing a dozen bayonets with a bolo and 
near done to death, Thurston called this 
encouragement to his fellows. He had 
heard a shot from the house on the right. 
Instantly there came from the place many 
leaping and flying Filipinos. The shots 
Sputtered as fast as they howled. But at 
the sixth shot they ended, and the roar of 
the same unequal struggle came out of the 
place as before. In this house there had 
been from the first one of the most desper- 
ate fights of thes morning. The Filipinos 
here, as everywhere, had possession of the 
guns and were using the bayonets. A half 
dozen Americans got into the place. Final- 
ly, when three of them had been felled to 
the floor, Sergt. Burke secured a re- 
volver. The foe he sought first to kill was 
the man with the rag on his throat. A 
single shot brought him howling and pray- 
ing and rolling to the floor. He revived @ 
moment later and threw his arms around 
Burke's legs, but by that time another re- 
volver had been recovered from the wall, 
and the chief was shot through the head. 

Uhtof was still outside. He stood with 
his back to the shack, and there awaited 
his death. A boloman came. 

“Go away. nigger. I'll knock your — 
head off if you cut me with that knife.’ 

Uhtof got a savage siash across the arm. 
He fell, and the black ran on. Prostrate 
there, though far from dead, Uhtof saw a 
native with a bayonet bearing down upon 
him. He lay still. The black came up, 
looked him over, and then raised the bayo- 
net to plunge it into his head. As the 
blow was launched Uhtof adopted a quick 
defense. ;

The boy’s right arm flew up, and the 
blow was deflected.

Uhtof thought he would make his way to 
the old convent.

“T’m ready for one of you niggers now.”

After a bit Fresco determined to take @ 
look. He saw some of the Americans, all 
close tegether for mutual protection, and 
some of them armed with boles, fighting 
toward the convent. In a little while they 
wuld reach the building. Fresco knew 
what he would do. He would toss them 
some cf the guns. And he did. He flung 
down a rifle to them when they came close 
enough Sergt, Betron got it.

The fight had begun at 6:45 o'clock. It 
had lasted an hour before the Americans 
secured the half dozen rifles. At 8 o'clock 
the survivors pulled off into the river in 
their boats and began the 42-mile journey 
up the Balangiga river. The ‘natives fol- 
lowed to the bank, but a shot now and 
then held them back. As the boats pro- 
ceeded up stream the natives followed 
along shore, still yelling triumphantly and 
brandishing the rifies they had secured but 
did not know how to use. 

The boats were 21 hours making those 
42 miles. On the way two of the wounded 
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they left 140 on the bat 
dead on the American side.

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GROWTH OF INTEREST IN PHYSICAL CULTURE. 


By F. LOUIS SOLDAN, Superintendent of St, Louis Public Schools, 
HE interest in physical culture has developed wonderfully within the 
last ten years. Our universities, colleges and schools were in- 
strumental in bringing about this awakening to a higher appreciation 
of physical training for fitting mind and body for the strains of modern 
business life. Young men’s Christian associations, athletic clubs and the 
German gymnastic societies have, by the gid of the press, accomplished 
much missionary work in this direction. We are beginning to devote more 
attention to the development of the physical powers, the acquisition and re- 
tention of health. and the true happiness which results therefrom. We are 
beginning to consider that life was intended to contain a little time for rest 
and social relaxation. We find more time for indoor and outdoor recrea- 
tion. 

Systematic physical culture was never more popular since the days of the 
ancient Greeks and Romans, who regarded strength of body as one of the 
greatest of virtues.

forces, which might otherwise reach an almost celestial height. 

The dear pale-faced, bespectacled, delicate college or university student, 
who excels among his classmates in superior knowledge, inspires admira- 
tion no more. but is rather an object of pity because it is feared that his 
physical strength will fail when the first real battle of life begins. The ro- 
bust, healthy physique is admired in man and woman alike. Throughout the 
country, the school authorities are devoting more. attention to calisthenics in 
public schools than ever before. St. Louig schools in this respect com- 
pare favorably with those of other cities. The daily exercise which the 
pupils undergo encourages a taste for systematic physical culture. Teach- 
ers find that one of the greatest benefits of physical culture is the self con- 
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fidence with which bodily strength imbues the pupil, strengthening his

noon and evening of the week. More than 7000 men, women and chil- 
dren between the ages of 5 and 65 undergo a systematic training in these 
schools, taking part in class exercises from two to five times a week. be- 
sides going through light gymnastics at their homes before their morning 


bath. 
A greater interest for calisthenics is also manifested in the publie 


schools, where, however, only limited exercises. such as time and accommo- 
dations permit, may be taken. We should have more physical culture in 
our public schools, but may well be proud of results so far achieved. Ia 
calisthenics, our schools today are far ahead of those of other cities. This 
ig due partly to the continued efforts o1 the German gymnastic assocla- 
tions who created public sentiment in favor of calisthenics, We will com 
tinue the good work begun. a 
We also need public baths and more public playgrounds in St. Louis 
The experiments with the latter last summer were very successful. There is’ 
but little cost connected with the carrying out of our plans, and if the 
city cannot spare the funds, let us secure the necessary money for gymnas- 
tic apparatus by popular: subscription.

How greatly is the risk of that step less- 
ened by the absence of hemorrhage, which, 
to the expert oculist, is like the thickest 
fog to the sea-skilled mariner. 

Since this costly drug closes and con- 
tracts the arteries even when they are 
cut by the surgeon's knife, it is most val- 
uable in all forms of hemorrhage. There 
is one form of hemorrhage which a phy- 
siclan calls epistaxis and which a boy 
whe has had the worst of fisticuffs calls 
simply a bloody nose.

In every household an emollient cream, or 
ointment of one sort or another, is used. 

The favorite toilet unguent is the rose 
ointment of the pharmacy, which we best 
know as cold cream. 

There are innumerable recipes for cold 
cream, but the basis of each is practically 
the game. 

A cold cream will not cure cutaneous 
eruptions, even of the lighter sort. It will 
nourish parched or exhausted tissues and 
will heal chaps and abrasions caused by 
windéburn or cold, and ts also used for tak- 
ing off “‘make up” and for what is known 
as the cold-cream complexion bath. 

The cold-cream complexion bath ifs ad- 
vised after a long journey, or a day’s out- 
ing where one has been exposed to wind 
and dust. 

The way to take the cold-cream complex- 
ion bath has often been described on the 
home page, and I repeat it for the benefit 
of those readers who have not happened to 
read the former accounts. 

Anoint the face with cold cream. Use a 
bit of antiseptic gauze wrapped around the 
fingers of the right hand, or a bit of old 
linen, to make the application. 

Gently rub the cream into the face and 
remove all traces with another piece of 
gauze or linen. 

-The ointment will bring away all the dust 
and the face may be bathed an hour later 
without the smarting effect produced by 
washing the face with soap and water tm- 
mediately after exposure to wind and dust. 

The oldest cold cream formula of great 
repute has oeen made for generations by a 
celebrated Parisian house. 

The recipe for the Parisian cold cream is 


as follows: 


White wax, 1 ounce; spermaceti, 1 ounce: 
oil of sweet almonds, 4 ounces: rosewater, 
4 ounces; ofl of rose. 8 drops; essence of 
var'ia. 15 drone. 

The directions for making this cream are 
given thue: 

Melt the white wax, spermaceti and oll 
of almonds in 4 custard-boiler, over a gen- 
tle heat Add very gradually the four 
ounces of rosewater. bea'ing continuously 
until ar emu!s'on ts form:d 

I have ferred tn rak'«e@ fhis cream after 
the old recipe that the rosewater and olls 
made the emulsion with more certainty 
if the vessel into which the melted oi] was 
to be poured weve warmed and the rosewa- 
ter also warmed.

MEN’S FASHIONS FOR THESPRING AND SUMMER 


ASTER coming very early this year 
the fashions for men for the spring 
and early summer were not much in 

evidence. The coming season cannot, 
however, be more than a fortnight off. 

The frock coat is made now of many ma- 
terials and vicuna is not as fashionable as 
diagonals, ‘This garment, according to the 
latest English advices, is cut fullskirted 
with three buttons and double-breasted. 
The London frock coat reaches below the 
knees; the American model comes about an 
inch shorter. The English frock coat but- 
tons snugly and has silk reaching to the 
lapels of the collar. The American frock 
coat is lower in collar and is made to show 
quite a surface of Ascot cravating. But 
caution must be observed in not having it 
too low. It degenerates into the cheap 
“cut” now all the rage in the non-modish 
quarters of the town. 

There is said to be a demand tor a four- 
buttoned frock double-breasted, but so far 
three buttons have been the usual form. 

The long, looge rain coate have even sur- 
vived the coverts for spring wear.

There is a prejudice, which is growing, 
against the dinner jacket, and it would 
seern aS if it had reached the end of its 
days, but it is dying hard. It is still very 
useful for summer, and men who are 
obliged to remain in town find it cornfort- 
able for the club and roof gardens, und it 
is not out of place at the seaside hotel. 

An English authority suggests a coat for 
ping pong of a dinner jacket pattern, with 
facings of the same material, the coat 
made to button and having sleeves fitting 
closely from two inches below the elbow 
to the wrist. This coat has not been seen 
in this country. 

The white waistcoat, double-breasted, will 
be worn this spring, as in the winter, with 
evening clothes, but elderly men can wear 
a black waistcoat. In fact, some men who 
are very ounctilious in their dress make a 
fad of this.

afterneon dress, and even then in the for- 
mer case it is sometimes seen. The corners 
are round, but the height is reduced about 
one-half inch. The cravats exhibited in the 
haberdashers’ windows are rather wide, of 
the four-in-hand type, and in grays and 
browns and mauves, figured. Although it 
has been stated by a number of so-called 
authorities that the narrow black tle is go- 
ing out of fashion, it never will. Men who 
are conservative, and who dress well, stick 
to it It always has chic and smartness on 
its side, and the man who wears it inve- 
riably looks well. The average width is an 
inch and a half.
